DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants have amended claims 1 and 6 in the amendment filed on 
January 17, 2008. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
January 17, 2008 has been entered. The rejections of claim 1 under 35 USC 102(b) as 
anticipated by Janku, et al and Kranyushkin, et al. and the objection of claims 2-6 as 
depending upon a rejection claim have been withdrawn. The claims 1-6 are considered 
allowable. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

selected from the group consisting of H or OH. The closest prior art is Janku, et al. The 
compound having the above Formula wherein R 1 is OH; R 2 is selected from the group 
consisting of -C(=0)-COR 4 , -C(X) n -COR 4 and -CH(COR 4 )(NR 7 R 8 ); wherein X is a 
halogen; n is 2 is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art.
